ruled Aug. 4 that the students, 
Ernestine Dove, 16 years ol, 
James Warfield, 14, and Corliss 
Smith, 12, be admitted to the 
school. 


Lee Parham, president of the 
Dollarway School Board, said 
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the board would appeal Beck's 
decision “immediately” to the 
United States Eighth Circuit 
Court of Appeals in St. Louis. 
Parham said the board had noth- 
ing to do with the petition to 
Faubus. 

The petition said: “We, the 
undersigned ask that you use all 
of the forces at your command 
to put down this insurrection.” 

Faubus used National Guard 
troops to prevent integration of 
Little Rock’s Central High School 
in 1957. He is under federal in- 
junction prohibiting him from 
interefering with integration in 
Little Rock. 

At Little Rock, where two high 
schools are in their second week 
of token integration, there were 
no disturbances today.

Who really profited 


in steel this year? 


Steelworkers’ increased pay outstripped 
owners dividend increase by 86 to 1 


iF is no surprise to anyone that the nation’s steel com- 
panies earned larger profits in the frenzied first half of 


this year than in the first half of the recession-ridden 
year of 1958. After all, under pressure of strike fears, 
customers bought a lot more steel — nearly 3% billion 
dollars worth more. 

But would it surprise you to learn that for every dollar 
of increased dividends received by the owners of the 
steel companies this year, the steelworkers received $86 
in increased wages and benefits?

And that increase, in any man’s arithmetic, is 86 to 
one in favor of the steelworkers. But it still isn’t enough 
- for the Union leaders. They want more and more — 
and more. When they describe steel profits as “fantas- 
tic,” what word is then left to describe the gains of the 
steelworkers? 


Let’s Look at the Facts 


The steel companies have no complaint whatever to 
make about the greatly increased prosperity of the steel- 
workers. But they do protest vigorously when Union 


that is true. What you were not told is that production 
and sales — and payrolls, taxes and other costs — also 
established new record highs. 

During this period the companies sold $9% billion 
worth of steel. And after covering their payrolls, taxes 
and other costs—all record highs—they showed a profit 
of $783 million, less than 8% cents on each dollar of sales. 

Let’s see what happened to this profit. 


One-Third Was “‘Phantom Profit.” 


Roughly one-third of the profit was “phantom pro- 
fit” which had to be used to cover the inflated cost of 
replacing worn-out tools and facilities. This one-third 
provided nothing for the owners—nothing for expansion. 
It had to be used just to stand still. 

Otherwise the steel industry would die a little each 
year as its plants wore out. And so would the jobs of 
its over 600,000 employees and the invested savings of 
its more than one million shareowners. 


One-Third Was Reinvested 


Another third or so of the profit went to meet the con- 
tinuing need for unproved or enlarged plants and equip- 
ment, necessary working capital, new sources of raw 
materials, new research facilities, and to improve produc- 
tive efficiency generally. 

This was the “re-invested profit” that provides for 
America’s industrial growth, sustains job security, and 
steadily raises the standard of living of the American 
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leaders—concealing the fabulous gains of their members 
—seek to distort, magnify and misrepresent the profit 
picture in a brazen effort to foist another disastrous 


people. 
One-Third Went to the Owners 


round of wage inflation upon the American people. 
We think the time has come, therefore, to look at the 
sober facts about payrolls and profits, and to put them 


in perspective. 


What was left of the profit—$268 million—went to the 
owners of the steel companies in the form of dividends. 
This was the only payment they received from their 
companies for the use of all the tools that their savings 


have provided; and it represented an annual return of 
about 3 percent on the present market value of their 
investment. 

That is about the same return you get on your savings 
account at the bank—less than on a Government Bond. 

Not exactly “fantastic” is it? .. . Especially since the 
companies —in order to attract the new savings they 
must have—must compete in the financial market place 
against all other security issues. 


One Million Owners Got $268 
_Million Total Dividends 
The steel companies are owned by more than one mil- 
lion stockholders whose invested savings have provided 
the tools, the plants, and other capital facilities needed 
to make steel. As payment for the use of these facilities, 
which cost in excess of $16 billion, the stockholders re- 
ceived $268 million in dividends during the first six 
months of this year. 
607,000 Employees Got 
$2,251,000,000 in Payrolls 
In this same period, the steel companies employed 
an average of 607,000 men and women who provided 
the brains, energy, skill and judgment necessary to pro- 
duce and market the steel. For their services, they re- 
ceived a total of $2,251 million in wages and salaries — 
more than eight times as much as the owners received. 


Remember This All-Important Fact 


This, then, is the simple, sober truth about steel profits 
and payrolls in 1959; and from it you may draw your 
own conclusions. But there is one all-important fact that 
should never be lost in the smokescreen of confusion 
that the Union leaders have sought to create around 
profits. And that fact is this: 

Any increase in steel wage costs at this time 
will give another dangerous twist to the upward 
spiral of inflation. 

This is because steelworkers are already leading the 
wage parade, and a further increase now will force other 
unions in every branch of industry and trade to redouble 
their efforts to “catch up.” Thus wages and production 
costs will rise on all sides; and so will the cost of almost

GOV. NELSON A. ROCKEFELLER of New York said today 
President Eisenhower had neither

Before going to the White 
House to present a resolution

BRIDGES SAID Rockefeller 
had not disclosed to him wheth- 
er he would seek the nomina- 
tion or whether he would enter 
the New Hampshire presidential 
primary next March. The Sen- 
ator said, however, he felt the 
visit could be regarded as po- 
litically significant. 

After his conference with the 
President, Rockefeller held a 
press conference in the office of 
James C. Hagerty, White House 
press secretary. For the first 
time in memory, the official 
about to be interviewed went 
among the large group of re- 
porters to shake hands with 
each one. Rockefeller, greeted 
several by their names. 


As in the past, he adroitly 
sidestepped questions about his 
possibile candidacy. He con- 
firmed that the chairman of the 
District of Columbia Republican 
Committee had visited him in 
New York but disclaimed any in- 
formation about the chairman’s 
entering in the district primary 
a list of delegates. pleaded to the 
New York Governor. 

Asked whether he had told the 
chairman not to enter the list, 
he said he had not but merely 
informed him that he was not 
a candidate. 


HE ALSO CONFIRMED he 
had talked some politics with 
Bridges. Asked whether he would 
allow his name to be used in 
the new Hampshire primary, he 
displayed knowledge of that 
state’s primary laws but added, 
“I don’t cross bridges until I 
see what they look like.” 

When reporters laughed at his 
use of the bridges pun, he joined 
them with the observation, 
“What did I let myself in for?” 

Rockefeller said yesterday in 
Albany that polls would not be 
a decisive factor in determining 
whether he would be a candidate. 


His decision to seek the presi- 
dency, he told a press confer- 
ence, would be made on his own 
appraisal of his ability to give ef- 
fective and constructive public 
service. He denied he had set 
early November as the deadline 
for his decision. 

The Governor’s statements at 
the state capital repudiated sev- 
eral widely distributed stories 
early this month by political 
writers that Rockefeller would 
make polls a deciding factor in 
reaching a decision about chal- 
lenging Nixon. The stories were 
either written without attribu- 
tion or gave “‘the highest author- 
ity” as their source. 


AT THAT TIME Rockefeller 
was attending the annual Gover- 
nors’ conference where the cor- 
respondents had access to him 
and other state executives for 
private and public exchange of 
views about the 1960 presidential 
campaign. 

The New York Governor, while 
denying he was an active can- 
didate for the Republican nomi- 
nation, was the center of attrac- 
tion. Some of the reporters ques- 
tioned him about his reliance on 
polls and his refusal to go about 
the country to make his name 
and personality better known to 
the people who are sampled by 
the poll-takers. 

The political articles about 
Rockefeller and the polls, in- 
cluding forecasts of an early 
November decision by him, 
brought out adverse editorial 
comment, in some _ instances 
from newspapers and magazines 
that might look favorably on a 
Rockefeller candidacy.

His brother, who had. done so much by tele- 
vision appearances to arouse public interest 
in labor legislation, took the same line. The 
Kennedys, in short, were strong for a labor 
bill, but not for a labor bill that offended 
the union leaders too much. ; 

Last year as well as this year. Senator Ken- 
nedy opposed putting into the bill any effec- 
tive bans om secondary beycotts and biack- 
mail picketing. His main argument has been 
that amendments to the Taft-Hartley lew 
ought to be handled in separate legislation. so 
as not to endanger passage of a bill on imter- 
nal union reforms. Yet he has consistently 


' pressed for including in the bill Taft-Hartley 


amendments which labor wanted. One can 
only conclude that Senator Kennedy opposes 
curbing boycotts and picketing for other than 
tactical reasons. 

When his subcommittee began considering 
the bill last January. Senator Kennedy tried 
to head off the boycott-picketing issue by ap- 
pointing a panel of experts to study the ques- 
tion. They were to report by June 1. in plen- 
ty of time for legislative action this year. 
They never did report, and were finally given 
another six months in which to do so. 

In subcommittee hearings. Senator Ken- 
nedy took a leading role in attacking Secre- 
tary Mitchell's proposals for restraints on 
boycotts and picketing. When the full com- 
mittee took up the bill, he voted against 
adding these proposals to the bill. In floor 
debate, he voted NO on the amendment deal- 
ing with secondary boycotts, YES on a modi- 
fied picketing amendment which was 
and NO on Senator McClellan's tougher pick- 
eting curb. 

The record, it seems to us, leaves much to 
be desired. Does Senator Kennedy have con- 
victions on secondary boycotts and biackmail 
picketing? Lf so, he ought to make them 
public—not by vague and fuzzy talk about 
protecting honest unionism, but by clear and 
specifie discussion of the substantive issues. 

Does he believe unions ought to retain the 


power to evade the present law’s restraints. 


on boycotts? If so. let him say so, and tell 
why. Does he think unions ought to 
the power to picket indiscriminately 
there is ne laber dispute? Let him say op if 
he does, and explain his reasoning. But 
fighting for the union leaders’ position while 
posing as the author of labor law reform does 
not recommend him. 

Now Mr. Kennedy is heading the Senate 
negotiators in the Senate-House conference 
on labor legislation. He can amend the rec- 
ord, and improve it, by trying to persuade 
his colleagues to accept the strong bill passed 
by the House last week. 


An Incredible Career 

It is a long time sinee the press wires out 
of Chicago carried the once-traditional mes- 
sage betokening the approach of another 
football season: “Stagg fears Purdue’ This 
was one of those formal! jokes which got fun- 
nier each time it was repeated. In his 40 
years as football coach at Chicago. Stagg rare- 
ly gave Purdue more than a passing thought.

Idle Gesture in Radiation Control 


The setting up of a new committee by Pres- 
ident Eisenhower to establish standards of 
radiation for the protection of the public is 
not a development from which a great deal 
can safely be expected. It falls far short of 
the recommendations of the National Advisory 
Committee on Radiation, consisting of 17 sci- 
entific organizations, which the new commit- 
tee supersedes. The advisory committee pro- 
posed an allinclusive agency in the Public 
Health Service to establish and enforce radia- 
tion safety standard¢, with a budget of $44,- 
000.000 a year. 

What the President has come up with is an 
ex-officie Federal Radiation Council composed 
of the chairman of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and the Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, who have been struggling 
with. each other for jurisdiction, plus the Sec- 
retaries of Commerce and Defense. At the 
same time the President by executive order 
transferred from the AEC to the states’ juris- 
diction over regulation of some safeguards. 

This is simply the kind of piling one bureau 
on top of another that was a bane of the New 
Deal and made it sometimes so formidable a 
jumble. Whatever agency undertakes to dis- 
charge the Federal Government's responsi- 
bility for public heaith- safeguards against 
radiation, it should do so as a full-time job, 


not as a minor sideline for already overbur- - 


dened officials. The agency should be ade- 
quately staffed and financed, and should 
combine enforcement with establishment of 
standards—there will- be enough and more 
than enough enforcing to do to challenge the 
best efforts of the Federal Government and 
the states. The illusion that a danger is being

cracking. Yet it is a continuati

The patriotism of De Gaulle and Debre is 
almost Napoleonic. They yearn for pre- 
eminence in an interdependent world. The 
allies realize that some French aspirations 
are incompatible with the facts of interna- 
tional political life. They have refrained from 
opposing Paris on Algeria. but they cannot 
be expected to join in alienating most of Af- 
rica and Asia. 

A nationalistic pride which leads to such 
suspicion and to such insistence on having 
everything your way, regardiess of conse- 
quences, creates a most serious problem for 
diplomats. And it will not restore France 
te its old “glory.” 


The Need for Troop Airlift 

The crisis in Laos this week pointed up the 
inability of the Pentagon to airlift troops to 
the distant areas of the world where a small 
mobile force should be able to localize and 
snuff out “brush-fire” wars. Yet the United 
States as a member of the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization would be counted on 
heavily to protect Laos if it were the victim 
of an aggressor.

an@.far-sighted civilians have stressed that 
thé ability to move troops quickly to distant 
areas and supply them is good insurance 
against becoming involved in a major war. 
The last three Army Chiefs of Staff, and Lt. 
Gen. James M. Gavin, authority on airborne 
tactics and former head of Army Research 
and Development, al! spoke out strongly about 
the grave weakness in airlift for Army troops. 
Air Force transport planes are earmarked for 
uses other than carrying Army and Marine 
personnel. The Air Force has not even desig- 
nated airfields from which soldiers would be 
transported. ; 

What it all means is that the Air Force re- 
fuses to recognize the troop-carrier obligation 
it assumed on becoming a separate service. 
If not prepared to stamp out a limited war or 
a nibbling aggression. the United States is 
left with a choice between nuclear war and 
inaction. The remedy is to see that Army 
and Marines have the airlift they need. 


Two Hennings Proposals 


Missouri's Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr. 
has decided that any further effort spent in 
trying to get a civil rights bill out of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee—of which he is a 
high-ranking Democratic member—is “an ex- 
ercise in futility.” The Missourian is plan- 
ning a move that will bypass the committee 
and put the issue squarely before the Senate 
for a showdown vote. 

The situation is easily described. Chair- 
man Eastland of Mississippi, supported by 
Senators Johnston of South Carolina, McClel- 
lan of Arkansas and Ervin of North Carolina, 
prefers to stall off any committee action in 
the hope that the session will end without 
passage of new civil rights legislation in the 
Senate. Some Republicans rather like this 
since it will. if it succeeds, keep the civil 
rights issue over until 1960 and therefore tend 
to split the Democrats in a presidential elec- 
tion year. 

The Hennings plan is to tie a civil rights 
bill to some other legislation when it is called 
up for action on the floor. In that way the 
oebstructionism of the Judiciary Commitee top 
command would be set to one side, since 
passage of the bill would carry the civil rights 
rider with it. 

Legislation by rider is undesirable pro- 
cedure and Senator Hennings would be the 
first to agree. But there are times when an 
intransigent committee should be overcome 
by a discharge petition or some other means. 
A tight little oligarchy cannot be allowed, in 
Woodrow Wilson's words, to “make the Sen- 
ate of the United States contemptible.” 

We trust the discussion of the rider possi- 
bility will be enough. Our hope is that the 
Judiciary Committee; seeing that Senator Hen- 
nings means business, will prefer to act on 
its own rather than to tie civil rights to a 
bill with which ciyil rights is in no way 
related. .

Sounds of the blues, just as 
W. C. Handy knew them, were 
heard last night on the St. Louis 
levee. 

The worn cobblestones that 
slope down to the edge of the 
Mississippi river felt the tap- 


ping of several thousand feet, 
keeping time to the music of a 
Dixieland band. 


A breeze floated across the 
river, cooling the people who 
stood on the levee, swaying with 
rhythm, some clapping their 
hands. A full moon brightened 
the scene. 

Down on the deck of the Gold- 
enrod Showboat, musicians, 
dancers and speakers were pay- 
ing tribute to Handy, who put 
the historic riverfront on the 
map with his “St. Louis Blues.” 
The evening was part of the 
thirty-sixth annual convention of 
the National Association of Ne- 
gro Musicians, being held here 
this week. Several trophies were 
given for “outstanding per- 
formance and service.’’ One was 
presented to Mrs. W. C. Handy, 
the composer’s widow. 

Among those who gave indi- 
vidual performances were Miss 
Etta Moten, who sang “Summer- 
time’’; St. Louis banjo man Joe 
Schirmer, who played “Waiting 
for the Robert E. Lee,” and 
Baritone Arthur Bugette, who 
sang “Old Man. River.”

Prof. Schaeffer, who was 41 
years old and lived at*941 Wood- 
shire lane, Creve Coeur, was & 
specialist on boron hydrides, used 
in the production of rocket fuels. 

He was commissioned to do 
research in boron chemistry by 
the Navy, Air Force, National 
Science Foundation and Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

He joined the faculty at St. 
Louis University in 1949 and was 
promoted to a full professor in 
1954. 

In 1940, he received a bachelor 
of science degree from Central 
Y.M.C.A, College, Chicago, and 
in 1946 his doctor of science de- 
gree from the University of Chi- 
cago. Before coming to St. Louis 
he was an assistant professor at 
the University of Chicago. 

Prof. Schaeffer served as pres- 
ident of Sigma Xi, a national 
chemistry honorary society; 
chairman of the committee on 
nomenciature of the American 
Chemical Society, and a member 
of the board of trustees of the 
American Chemical Society's lo- 
cal chapter. He has contributed 
articles to numerous chemical 
journals and the ‘Encyclopedia 
Britannica.”’

NEW YORK, Aug. 18 (UPI)— 
Branch Rickey, 77-year-old 
“father” of baseball’s farm sys- 
tem, today was named president 
of the Continental League, base- 
ball’s .proposed third major 
league, at a salary of $50,000 a 
year. 

William Shea, chairman of the 
founders group of the Continental 
League, announced Rickey’s ap- 
pointment and then introduced 
the baseball pioneer who has 
spent 57 years in the game. 

Rickey, smoking a cigar and 
appearing hale and hearty, said: 
“I am confident our league will 
start operating in 1961. It is 
possible even to operate in 1960 
but it is not probable.” 

Immediately after his election, 
Rickey went with Continental 
League officials to a New York 
hotel to meet with representa- 
tives of the American and Na- 
tional leagues. 

Shea said Rickey’s contract 
had been purchased from the 
Pittsburgh Pirates and that the 
entire negotiation had the ap- 
proval of Baseball Commissioner 
Ford Frick. 

Rickey had been chairman of 
the board with the Pirates and 
also held 958 shares of Pitts- 
burgh stock, worth $200,000. Own- 
er John Galbreath of the Pirates 
was given an option to purchase 
the stock by Sept. 15. 

Rickey’s contract with the 
Pirates still had 16 months to 
run at a salary of $50,000 a year. 
Shea said the Continental League 
merely picked up the unused por- 
tion of that contract so, in es- 
sence, Rickey has been signed 
to a 16-month contract with the 
new third .najor league. 

Rickey began his major league 
career as a catcher with the 
Cincinnati Reds in 1904 and later 
played with the St. Louis Browns 
and New York Yankees.

Sport or Racket? 


Parade Magazine in Walter 
Scott’s ‘‘Personality Parade”’ 
last Sunday printed a reader's 
question: 


“Is it true that boxing in 
America is not a sport but a 
racket run by hoods like Ga- 
briel Genovese and Frankie 
Carbo?” 

Parade then gave this an- 
swer: 

“Yes (unqualified). A large 
proportion of professional box- 
ing is controlled by wunder- 
world figures like Gabriel Gen- 
ovese, who was recently sen- 
tenced to two years in jail 
for being an unlicensed man- 
ager. The underworld arranges 
fights, then compels the legiti- 
mate managers to pay special 
fees. The licensed managers 
of Carmen Basilio, former 
welter and middleweight cham- 
pion, paid $7000 to Genovese 


in 1956. This payoff is known 
in boxing circles as ‘ring 
plunder.’ ”’ 


Well isn’t that just dandy. 

The writer with one sweep- 
ing statement condemns box- 
ing and everyone in it. That 
doesn’t square with the facts 
as known by those who have 
been close to the fight game 
for many years. There are 
wrongs in boxing, unquestion- 
ably, and some characters 
who probably should be elim- 
inated. 


In what other business, sport 
or profession is this not true? 

The assertion that boxing is 
not a sport but a racket must 
have been rather surprising to 
men like Jack Hurley, in Seat- 
tle; George Parnassus, in Los 
Angeles; Marvin Jenson, man- 
ager of Gene Fullmer, in Salt 
Lake City; Eddie Yawitz, man- 
ager of Virgil Akins and Jesse 
Bowdry, in St. Louis; Jack 
Kearns and Charley Johnston, 
managers of Archie Moore; 
Chris Shaban, New Brunswick, 
manager of Yvon Durelle; 
Don Nesseth, manager of Don 
Jordan; Truman Gibson of Na- 
tional Boxing Enterprises, 
Harry Markson of New York’s 
Madisen Square Garden, and 
many others. 


Competition Plus 


One of the principal troubles 
with boxing is that it is too 
highly competitive, in the ring 
and out. 

Managers who are not con- 


cerned in any current trouble : 
séem, almost, to take pleasure 
in the difficulties of their com- 
petitors. Instead, they should 
realize that what reflects on 
one as a result of charges or 
investigations reflects on all. 
Everyone in boxing should 
stand up and be counted every 
time something detrimental to 
the sport is turned up. 
Motion pictures, television, 
and some newspapers and 
magazines have conducted 
campaigns against boxing in 
recent years which are so far- 
fetched they are ridiculous. 
And yet there is nobody with 
authority in boxing who will 
take up the cudgel and fight 
back. Those who mieht raise 
their voices forcefully simply 
shrug their shouiders and say: 
“It doesn’t concern me. My 
records are straight and any- 
body may investigate me who 
cares to do so.” 
What happens to the other 
fellow is not their worry. 
Unfortunately there is no 
central authority to deal with 
wrongdoers until they become 
law violators.

Ted ran to help the fire fighters. His wife got back home 
in time to see everything they owned go up in smoke. They 
had no insurance. Ted shrugged. ‘We'll just have to start 
over.” 

A fat man in shorts ran down the hill past the pulsing 
engines to the chief and threw himself on the ground, weep- 
ing. ‘‘My wife,” he said pointing to a house. . . “‘pregnant.” 
Two firemen hurried up the hill. They found that his wife 
had been rescued. The man collapsed.

Symington Proposal 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18. 

THE STATE DEPARTMENT seems to be opposed to 
the Foreign Service Academy bill sponsored by Senator 
Stuart Symington of Missouri. It has announced through 
Loy Henderson, deputy Under Secretary of State, that this 
bill “would not be in the best interests of the country or 
the Foreign Service at this time.” 

Senator Symington would like to have established a 
Foreign Service Academy to train diplomats, similar to our 
military and Air Force academies. 


Of course, if one believes that statesmen are 
born and not made, and that even for the minor po- 
sitions that sustain the top people no training is 
required, then it would be useless to establish an 
academy of this kind, On the other hand, if the 
belief is held that some intensive training in certain 
directions would be valuable, then an academy would 
be necessary. 


It might help, for instance, to have training in languages, 
in gteater knowledge of the history, literature, art and 
economics of foreign countries, and even some training in 
being a close listener and a quick observer. 

It ig difficult to‘be convinced that a country as rich“ 
as ours could consider this an expenditure to help us win 
the peace, We are spending millions to keep a balance in 
military power and we will continue to spend these millions 
because whatever we produce becomes obsolete almost as 
quickly as we produce it. But if we train men with flexible 
minds to think in the ways of peace, we might make a 
teal and lasting contribution. 


IT DOESN’T SEEM as though much has been accom- 
plished in integration in Little Rock, Ark,, where two schools 
have allowed five Negroes to go to classes, but it is @ 
beginning. 

What courage those five young people must have had 
and how.much courage their parents are showing! The 
fathers and mothers must have felt most fearful when they 
took their children last week to enter these hostile schools, 


At least in New York, even if one had to live in 
Harlem, one would not have to be only five kids of 
high-school] age against a hostile mob. I sometimes 
wonder how many of us ever consider how it would 
feel if we found ourselves among a hostile mob of 
people of other races and colors. It has happened to 
me and | know how it feels, and I wish we would 
stop allowing these situations to occur in our Own 
country. Eventually it will put our citizens in jeopardy 
when they are a minority in other parts of the world, 


It makes me feel somewhat apprehensive that at some 
point the Negro people who are forced to live in fear and 
danger may turn against their tormentors and use violence 
instead of just passive resistance.

ROSES HAVE BEEN populer 
flowers from ancient times down 
to the present. In ancient Rome 
it was a custom for men to wear 
crowns of roses on their heads 
during banquets. 

The Greek goddess known as 
Aphrodite was said to regard the 
rose as her favorite flower. She 
was the goddess of love and 
beauty, and the Romans called 
her Venus. 


Q. Which are the main kinds 
of roses? 

A, That is a rather hard ques- 
tion to answer, but roses have 
been divided into three main 
groups—those which grow on 
bushes, thoge which climb, and 
those which “creep on the 
ground.” 

Some roses are excellent 
climbers, If they have proper 
support, they will spread over 
stone walls, or will climb the 
sides of cottages or houses. 
Others climb poles, and have the 
special name of “pillar roses.” 

Creeping roses will creep, or 
ramble, over a wide stretch of

ground, with the passing of 
years. 

Early in the past century, a 
collection was made of all the 
kinds of roses which could be 
located. About 250 kinds of roses 
were planted in the gardens of 
the French empress. 

Since that time, gardeners 
have produced many new kinds, 
Thousands of varieties exist 
today. 

Q. What was the origin of 
“tea roses’? 

A. They were produced, in the 
first place, in gardens of 
southern China. They were given 
the name because their smell 
was something like that of fresh, 
crushed tea leaves. 

A sailing vessel carried a num- 
ber of the plants from the Orient 
to Great Britain 170 years ago. 
Since then, various varieties of 
tea roses have been grown in 
Europe and North America,
